MUST CALL TIIHB LIMIT. 


Farther Demand* or tbe Spanish Com- 
inlnxlon May Force Aiuerlcau Board. 


Paris, Nov. 17—The clerical force of 


the American peace commission was 
kept busy all night translating: the 
Spanish memorandum which was pre- 
sented yesterday. As a result when 
the Americans gathered this morning 
the Spanish presentment fully trans- 
lated was ready for their considera- 
tion. 


It is safe to say that in addition to 


her insistence on the reservation of 
the Philippine sovereignty, and her 
proposition to arbitrate the construc- 
tion of the third article of the proto- 
col, that Spain made two other im- 
portant statements: 


First, on the high, ground of probity 


that she cannot allow any discussion 
here of the validity of her action in 
pledging the resources of the Philip- 
pines for the payment of the Philip- 
pine debt. 


Second, that in connection with the 


American proposal to reimburse Spain 
for her pacific 
expenditures 
In the 


Philippines, shi cannot admit any In- 
quiry as to how she spent the pro- 
ceeds of the loans based on Philippine 
pledges. 


If Spain has assumed this attitude, 


and it is believed she has done so, It is 
difficult to understand how the Ameri- 
cans can reply to this in any other 
manner than by strictly outlining their 
position and giving the Spaniards a 
time limit in which to accept the propo- 
sitions ol the United States. 


DETAILS OF THE MBETIJ.G. 


Ve»t«rday'« Critical Seulen of tbe 


Joint Peace CeminlMlou. 


Paris, Nav. 17.—The Joint session of the j 


peace commissioners was yesterday ad- 
journed to Saturday after the presenta- 
tion by the Spanish commissioners of a 
long 'document in answer to the Ameri- 
can argument which was f-Aibmitted last 
week. By mutual consent the memo- 
randum was handed to the Americana 
{without being read.

The Spaniards in their communication j 


reaffirm the position which they have j 
assumed against the discussion here of | 
Spain's Philippine sovereignty. 
They ! 


insist that the words "shall determine 
the control, disposition and government 
of the Philippines," in article 3 of the 
peace protocol, do not warrant any ref- I 
erence to Spain's withdrawal from the • 
Philippines, except on her own terms, ' 
and, therefore, the Spaniards proposa 
arbitration on the construction to be 
placed on the words, "the control, dis- 
position and government." 


In signifying their willingness to sub- 


mit the Philippines article of the protocol 
to a. third party for construction, the 
Spanish commissioners urged that, as 
there is obviously a difference of opinion 
regarding the phras* "the control, dis- 
position and government of the Philip- 
pines," possibly the result of a misun- 
derstanding, the Spaniards should no 
more be asked to surrender their view 
than the Americans to surrendar thelr's. 
The memorandum points out that a 
deadlock eziste, which might be broken 
by arbitration on the contending views, 
to which tbe Spanish commissioners are 
quite ready to submit. The latter de- 
clare that they have no idea of suggest- 
ing arbitration as to the main issue, 
which touches the national honor of both 
Bides, but they are willing to accept ex- 
terior aid to clear the path of negotia- 
tion. 


It Is safe to say that the American 


(ommls»lor«« will not consent to In- 
voke any exterior aid to construe the 
terms of their own protocol. 


Another part of yesterday's Spanish 


memorandum flatly asserts, upon the 
authority of M. Cambon's reports of the 
(protorol negotiations between Washing- 
ton and Madrid through him, that Presi- 
dent McKlnley at no time objected to 
Spain'* reservation of her sovereignty 
in the Philippines. 


This allegation If directly opposed t« 


the American record on the same sub- 
ject. Judge Day'* note to M. Cambon, 
dated Aug. 10, and already made public, 
informed him that Spain'* note of Aug. 
T, accepting the terms of peace laid down 
by the United Btate*. waa not explicit 
and proposed a protocol to reduce both 
parti*!! to exactitude. 
The American 


romtnlMloners now hold that the pro- 
tocol lt»elf was born of Spain'* attempt 
t<o reserve her Philippine* sovereignty, 
though the Spanish memorandum yes- 
terday squarely challenges tbe conten- 
tion. 


Moreover, the Spanish eotnmlMlon«ni 


have alleged that Pretldcnt McKlr.itr'j? 
objection to Spain'* phraseology In ac- 
cepting the peace term* was baaed solely 
HO far as wan made known upon thl» 
•entente In the ' Spanish acceptance: 
"They accept tb« proffered terms mbj- 


^e the appreTftl^of tb« cortt* of tbfv 


Kingarom,*%s required by their constitu- 
tional duties." 


The Spanish memorandum of yester- 


day holds that M. Cambon answered the 
American objection to this by pointing 
out that.the American terms were prof- 
fered subject to tbe approval of the 
American senate, but that President 
McKlnley -replied thai he did not desire 
to involve 'the internal affairs of Spain 
in the Brc-ceedlnigs in hand. 


The Spanish memorandum asks also 


why, if the United States objected to 
Spain's reservation of sovereignty, they 
did not plainly say soln the protocol at. ' 
leave no room for argument. It a»ks 
why Judge Day's note of Aug. 10 did noi, 
clearly declare that the United States 
would not recognize such reservation, 
and that the protocol was necessary to 
prevent a misunderstanding on that 
point. It also asks why did Judge Day's 
not practically ascribed the inexplicit 
form of Spain's acceptance of the peace 
terms to telegraphic errors, while the 
exact terms of Spain's reservation of 
sovereignty, as had in Washington be- 
fore the protocol, are now being quoted 
In the proceedings here. 


This portion of the Spanish memoran- 


dum is based upon letters written by M. 
Cambon at the' time, purporting to de- 
stribo interviews and transactions at- 
tending the peace terms and protocol.

gone down with the bank. Among the 
heavy losers by the failure are Lyon 
county and the city of Emporia. AH 
the city and county funds were deposited 
in the institution. Cross was custodian 
of his father's estate, which Is also said 
to be in a wrecked condition. 


Cross' endinsr was tragic. 
To the ma- 


jority of the people of the town the comp- 
troller's card on the dcx>r of the bank 
came as a surprise, but in financial cir- 
cles the resv.lt had b"en anticipated foe 
six months.

closed the bank 0*1 an order from the 
r.omptroller, has V>een going over its 
books with the aid of President Cross 
for the past week. 
No signs of mental 


agitation on the part of the bank presi- 
dent had been displayed, and when Crosa 
left the liank yesterday, 10 minutes bo- 
fore it closed, he seemed the eame a» 
usual. 
He went immediately to Sunny 


Slope farm, and, ^peaking pleasantly 
to the employes, passed into the bed- 
room of Manager Evans' house. Evans 
Shortly afterward entered the room and 
found Cross lying in a pool of blood, with 
a pistol .in his hand. Ona shot had been 
fired and it went through the back of the 
head. 
Death must have been instan- 


taneous,

Cross was the son of the late Colonel 


Harrison Cross, who died a few years 
Ago, and who was believed to have been 
worth several hundred thousand dollars.

SMALL-POX IN MANILA 


Tragic Fate of n President of a Wreaked 


Appears Among American 


Soldiers- Many Lepers 


at Large in City. 


Vancouver, IX C., Nov. 17—Some dis- 


quieting news has been received as to 
the health of the American troops at 
Manila, 
In addition to the groat 


amount of malarial and typhoid fever 
prevailing, malignant small-pox has 
appeared. Deaths in the hospital will 
average about 100 soldiers a month. 


There is a leper scare in Manila. 


Through neglect of the Spanish offi- 
cials nearly 200 lepers have escaped 
from confinement. For a time this was 
unknown to the American authorities, 
and out casts were allowed to wander 
at large. Ord?rs have been issued to 
the effect that all lepers will be ar- 
rested and sent to a small uninhabited 
island. On this island the American 
government will establish a harborage 
for lepers of the Philippines.

Seventy Persons Drowned 


By Collision at Sea. 


Vancouver, B. C., Nov. 17—Advices 


by the steamship Empress of China 
tell of a terrible disaster in the Inland 
sea on October 25, twhen the steamer 
Kinshiu-Maru collided with the steam- 
er Myagawa-Maru with the result that 
the latter sunk in three minutes.

The alterations made in the rules for 


the season of 1898 will not materially 
affect the play. It is not probible tbat 
any captains or coaches will alter their 
methods, as there is nothing tbat would 
compel them to do this, the roles com- 
mittee having made every effort to make 
the rules perfectly clear rather than to 
inaugurate changes.

"TMte Orchestration." 


"This so called new theory of color 


hearing isn't new at all," said a chap 
who takes an interest in curious things,

"Apropos of liquid air," eaid a rather 


bookish gentleman of this city, "it is 
odd how often the advance of science is 
anticipated in fiction. I remember a 
fantastic story, which was printed all of 
35 years ago, describing the adventures 
of a mythical Englishman who invented 
a wonderful aerial machine. In some 
manner or other be contrived to over- 
come the law of gravity and soared to a 
great height, far above the level of the 
atmosphere.

After 1868 the Pribilof is- 
lands yielded a regular annual quota of 
100,000 skins for 20 years, when "pe- 
lagic sealing," or the killing of females 
at sea, was begun, and rapidly cut 
down the herd. This suicidal "indus- 
try" originated in the United States, 
but adverse public opinion and adverse 
statutes finally drove it from our ports, 
and it was centered at Victoria, where 
it awaits its final coup de grace from 
the Quebec commission of 1898. 


During the continuance of this mon- 


strous business the breeding herd of the 
Fjibilof islands was reduced from 600,- 
000 females (in 1868-84) to 130,000 (in 
1897). 


A Horrible Spectacle.

eight subordinate leaders of theKwang- 
su rebellion have been beheaded at 
Wncbow. They were carried in ba§kets 
through the principal streets as a warn- 
ing, amid the laughter and jeering of 
men, women and children. Ten thou- 
sand persons witnessed the decapitation 
and made it a gala day. Little children 
imitated their parents, who joked with 
tlio rebels a second before the as foil. 
When all was over, children played 
among the headless bodies.

More than 1,000,000 Christmas firs will 


be sent out from Maine between now and 
Dec. 
20. Owing to sharp competition 


among tha contractors and the drop in the 
rates of stumpage, the trees will be in 
better condition than for some years, and 
white the retail price may hold tip to the 
average the profits of •those engaged in 
the business will be much' larger. 


In addition to Christmas trees large 


quantities of lycopodium or ground pine 
and of various shrubs laden with red ber- 
ries will be shipped in bales and boxes. 
Owing to the spirit of patriotism awak- 
ened by the late war, some of the contract- 
ors are making up set pieces, banners and 
miniature embankments in red, white and 
blue, employing the scarlet Ixaves of the 
ted maple or the crimson leaves of tbe 
sumac to produce the red tint, the snowy 
flowers of tho everlasting locally known 
as poverty weed to make the white and 
the purple bloom of the fall aster for the 
blue. When properly massed, this ar- 
rangement of tints has a very pleasing 
effect. 


New Hampshire, Vermont, Pennsyl- 


vania and New Jersey also supply large 
quantities of Christmas trees and Christ- 
mas greens. Down to very recent years 
spruce and fir were the only trees used for 
Christmas, while holly and mistletoe held 
undisputed the field of decoration. 
But 


with the great increase in the demand for 
Christmas greens many other materials 
have been pressed iuto service. The cheap- 
cr trees aio now pino and hemlock, whioh 
are less desirable than tho spruce because 
thrjir spines are not so long and silky and 
are more apt to drop off after the tree has 
been kept for a few days. 


For decorations a great variety of new 


things have come to bo used. The Jersey- 
men discovered that their cape flowers 
with their bright berries produced a good 
effect, and that everlasting, bittersweet 
and a great number of similar growths 
could be utilized in the made pieces. The 
beautiful juniper, whioh has always been 
highly esteemed in tho south, has of late 
found considerable favor, and large quan- 
tities of it are now shipped north from the 
Virginias and Carolinas. Mosses are used 
to a considerable extent too. 


Holly and mistletoe still hold the place 


of chief favor, though they have had to 
admit many humbler plants to their com- 
pany. Holly and laurel arc both gathered 
chiefly in Delaware, Maryland, Virginia 
and the Carolinas. 


It may be of Interest to know that of 


the "English" mistletoe so conspicuously 
displayed about Christmas time not one- 
tenth really comes from England. The 
reason Is that tbe great orchards of Worces- 
tershire and Lincolnshire, from which 
the Knghsh mistletoe is obtained, have 
nearly exhausted their supply. Most of 
the mistletoe now brought to this country 
comes from Normandy, where it is so 
thick that the farmers look upon it as a 
nuisance. Some American mistletoe from 
Delaware and Virginia is sold every year, 
but it is generally regarded as inferior to 
the Imported article.

For three days Ths Transcript has 


admitted to its advertising columns at 
advertising rate* advertisements of the 
New Republican club, containing artU 
cles which were written in the inter- 
ests of tha candidacy ot John Parker 
for mayor. This waa done In good 
taltb. the matter contained in the col- 
vsnn to be subject to the rules of the 
. paper for all its advertising, that noth- 
ing objectionable be admitted. 


The Transcript believed, and still be- 


lieve*, that any candidate i* at liberty 
to advertise himself by any legitimate 
means, and as always, holds that news- 
paper advertising is the best. When 
therefore, tha backers of John Parker 
applied for a column of advertising 
•pace In each issue, it was sold to 
them on the aame conditions that it 
would have been sold to a local mer- 
chant or a patent medicine firm. 


In so doing. The Transcript was fol- 


lowing the dictates of its own judg- 
ment and the precedent set in other 
and larger cities. It will be remem- 
bered that a few years ago in the city 
of Chicago, when all the papers were 
supporting one candidate for mayor, 
another candidate bought and used 
advertising space in one of these 
papers. It is a legitimate use of adver- 
tising, provided it is used in. a legiti- 
mate way. 


In this case, however, The Tran- 


script recognizes the fact that a use, 
not legitimate, has been made of its 
space. The writers of the articles have 
not conformed to the rules of adver- 
tising as insisted upon by this paper. 
Instead of using the advertisements 
for the support of Mr. Parker, in whose 
favor good things can be said, they 
have indulged In unsigned statements 
which were pure abuse of Mr. Cady, 
•with little reference to Mr. Parker's 
position. For suck 
anonymous at- 


tacks The Transcript cannot sell space. 
The advertisement has therefore been 
discontinued by this paper. 


In allowing the advertisement to run 


for three days before taking this step, 
Tha Transcript acted under the desire 
to fulfill its first agreement, and made 
constant efforts to have the matter in- 
serted put on what It considered a legi- 
timate advertising basis. Three in- 
sertions showed the futility of this, 
and the advertisement continued to 
tak« on more and more tha form of 
•unsigned personal attacks, until The 
Transcript was compelled to take this 
step. 


Of The Transcripts position on the 


mayoralty question, this article is not 
the place to speak at length.

sels. It Is evident from this report tbat 
the prohibition of the use of the rifle 
to pelagic sealing is not sufficient to 
safeguard the seals which frequent the 
rookeriM on Bt Paul and St, George 
Islands, In Behring sea, and that If 
•eal life is to-be maintained on these 
scaling resorts some more stringent r«-

between Canada and 
the United 


•tats*, 
The Joint commission which Is now en- 
ffaged In the work of effecting settle- 
ments of differences between Canada 
Mid tbe Unite* BUts* should look upon 


this question from a humanitarian 
standpoint, and put a stop to the 
slaughter of the mother seals when 
they are out searching for food for 
their young. At tbe present rate of 
slaughter the seals will last only a 
comparatively few years, and the value 
of the seal Islands will then be beneath 
consideration. A bill which passed the 
house of representatives authorising 
the destruction of all the seals on the 
American rookeries In order to put an 
end to the sealing controversy is a 
rather heartless and undignified propo- 
sition, but if Canada Is determined to 
kill off the seals, the United States 
would be justified in doing the 'butch- 
ering in order to preserve American 
property. But It is probable under the 
new state of feeling between the Anglo- 
Saxons, engendered by the war with 
Spain, that the joint commission will 
be able to effect a settlement of the 
sealing dispute on a basis of fairness to 
the seals. The animals should be given 
an opportunity to live, as they are ex- 
tremely valuable to man.

are doing a roaring business on Wall street 
nowaday* and expect to continue at it for 
some time to come. And if things go on 
«• at present there'll be an old fatbloned 
Vail street Cbrlitmas in New York this 
year and no m iMake. 


It waa in 1893 that Wall ttreet had its 


latest really great holiday celebration. It 
was hoped tbat there might be a similar 
jollification last year to commemorate the 
beginning of tho deprewion's end, but 
somehow things were not quite ripe for It, 
and, while there waa some hilarity, noth- 
ing really worth while was done in tho 
way of iuerr> making on the floor of tho 
exchange. Should the celebration default 
this year, bqwover, it will be time to won - 
der what hai GOTO* over the spirit of tho 
brokers' droanh. The foot that K. H. 
Halsted, familiarly known as Dick Hal- 
sted by his fellow brokers, is still in tha 
flesh and vigorously so, is a pretty good 
assurance that tha Christmas doings will 
come off. 


A Wall Streat Ckrl«ta»»« Tr«e. 


It was Dick Halsted who had charge of 
the carryings on in 1S90, and tbe chief 
feature thereof was a Christmas tree which 
waa set upon tbe floor of tbe Stock Ex- 
change a day or two before the real holi- 
day.Naturally the greatest fnn of tbe occa- 
sion was afforded by the appositonoss of 
the gifts that bung on tbe tree. Thus, a 
certain membBr.ot the exchange, who also 
belonged to the national guard &nd affect- 
ed to bo military from the sole of bis loot 
to the orowii of bis head, wag presented 
with some toy soldiers of tin. Another 
whose smooth and even flow of talk on all 
sorts of topics bad become little less than 
a nuisance to his friends, received an enor- 
mous pickled tongue. Still another, whose 
fad waa yachting, got a cheap model of a 
sailboat. To one young member, declar- 
ed almost unanimously to be altogether 
too fresh, a bag of "choice dairy" salt was 
given, and so on to the end of the chapter, 
the presentation speech in each oa«e, either 
by Mr. Halsted or some one else equally 
endowed with the gift of gab, adding ma- 
terially to the joys of the occasion. 


For wholesale, unaffected, though some- 


times rather boisterous fun, however, it 
has been many years since the holiday has 
been at its best in Wall street. In tbe years 
following the civil war Christmas celebra- 
tions wore among the chief events of the 
entire twelvemonth. Tbe "goldroom," 
where buying and selling of the precious 
metal, then at a premium, were carried on, 
did its share of the celebrating too. One 
of tbe holiday schemes of the brokers 35 
years and more ago was to march in a 
body from the exchange proper to the 
goldrcoru and there destroy the furniture 
simply as an evidence of good faitb. Fre- 
quently the procession was headed by a 
brass band, and invariably the goldroom 
men joined in breaking up their own 
chairs and tables, while songs were sung 
and stentorian cheers were shouted. 


What made this sort of celebration most 


enjoyable wss tbe circumstance tbat after 
the destruction of whatever waa destructi- 
ble in tho goldroom a similar ceremony 
was carried on in the exchange Itself, the 
stockbrokers taking as keen delight in 
reducing tbeir own furniture to sticks as 
bad been displayed in annihilating the 
furniture of the goldroom. 


Balloon*, Bis; Dolls, Football. 


In those old times the brokers amused 


themselves all through the year with a 
good deal more abandon than they have 
recently exhibited. For instance, they 
used to get a lot of toy balloons, label each 
with tbe name of some well known stock 
and let them float in the upper air of the 
exchange. 


Naturally tbe balloons rose to the top of 
the room, where the temperature was 
much higher than within a few feet of the 
floor, and, as heat expands gas, each little 
inflated globe was bound to explode after 
floating next to tbe ceiling for awbile, 
and, of course, tbe brokers rarely neglect- 
ed so excellent an opportunity to gamble, 
tbe wager in each instance being laid on 
tbe time of explosion of tbe toy balloons. 
Some made their bete one way and some 
another. You might bet that tbe balloon 
labeled "Missouri Pacific" would last a 
certain length of time, while your neigh- 
bor might bet that as between tbe "Mis- 
souri Paclflo" balloon and that of "Sug- 
ar," for instance, the latter would burst 
the sooner. It was always noisy about the 
exchange when balloon betting was going 
on, for the brokers invariably got as ex- 
cited over this game as tbe real one oi 
buying and selling stocks on a margin 
and otherwise. 


Boll dancing days were even more 


noisy, but also rarer. On such days stuffed 
effigies of women not much under natural 
size were let down to the floor from the 
galleries, and the brokers danced with 
them to the sound of sucb music as could 
be bad. Football days were most boister- 
ous of all, but not so picturesque. They 
alone have survived till comparatively 
modern times, though even football has 
been mighty rare of late years on the floor. 


The Day ot the Giant*. 


There was once a "giants1 day" on the 


exchange, but only a few very old timers 
can remember that. 


It came while tbe redoubtable Barnum 
was still alive and was running his mu- 
seum at the corner of Broadway and Ann 
street Among the museum's attractions 
were two enormous fellows well worthy to 
be called giants. They were led upon the 
floor not far from noon with tbe quiet t'.p 
that no one would get angry at any little 
^pleasantries in whi6h they might choose 
to indulge. Tradition bath it tbst tbeir 
antics were far from original, the most 
novel being toting slender, lightweight 
broken about the room, but when you are 
primed for laughter you can get a lot of 
enjoyment out of tbe purest brute bone- 
jplay, and the veterans of the exchange 
who remember "giants' day" within its 
precincts laugh till the tears come and 
tbeir sides are sore whenever they talk 
with one another about Its humors. 


Dick Halsted, by the way, who is likely 


to be master of aeremonlatf t>f whatever 
Cbi'SftUuae jollification goes oualiLo Slock 
Exchange every year aa long as he Is an 
active member, should feel pretty favor- 
ably disposed toward a celebration this 
jear If bis current good luck doesn't desert 
kini, for, In addition to being on the right 
side of the recent strong bull market, he 
Is one of the chaps who bet with the Win- 
•ere on th. election art didn't hedge.

ters last evening when it became known 
that William Insklp, hea.d secretary of 
the International Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers' union of Great Britain, had been 
apprised of the labor situation liore, and 
that he \vould time hit leaving KiiBland 
so that he might appear here Surday, 
Pec. 4, and deliver an address before the 
strikers. Secretary Inskip is a delegate 
to the annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Lal^or, which \vliJ next 
month hold its annual convention at 
Kansas City. 


The money question Is now receiving 


the most serious consideration at the 
hands of the meiribers of the Joint coun- 
cil, am* ways and means arc being de- 
vised to secure funds to aid the strikers 
In. case tie strike Is a prolonged one and 
assistance is required. It is divulged 
that the situation here will be brought 
to the attention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at its annual convention, 
and that it has adready been impressed 
upon the mind of President Gompers. 


The strike will, it is expected, be one 


of the most important matters affecting 
labor interests in this country which 
will be brought before the convention. 


The petition to the city government 


asking the calling of a mass meeting, 
and suggesting that the- city co-ujicil 
extend an invitation to the manufac- 
turers and labor representatives to d'is- 
cuss publicly their differences, with the 
View of giving the public a more definite 
conception of the reasons held by each

upon unimpeachable authority, and with 
the indorsement of the shoe manufac- 
turers, that they will not be drawn into 
aws discussion of the situation. 


The paramount question in the com- 


munity is, when are the manufacturers 
likely 10 open their factories?. 
A re- 


porter was informed l«at night by the 
manufacturers whose employes are now 
on a, strike, that the factories are closed 
and they will not be opened again until 
the help is ready and willing to return 
to work and d«al with the employers 
Individually, or through a shop com- 
mittee, as indicatsd in theo-rJg-lnal state- 
ment of the manufacturers, which state- 
ment was the cause of the strike. 


This means that there will bs no con- 


cession whatever on the part of the 
manufacturers, no matter what length 
of time may elapse before the stalkers 
are prepared to ask for employment and 
agree not to be represented in thear 
dealings with their employers by any 
labor organization. 


The executive committee of the strik- 


ers gave out a statement last evening In 
which they expressed themselves freely 
In regard to the published Int1*rview with 
Mr. Howe, l» which he stated at length 
his alleged difficulty in selline goods In 
competition with other firms. The com- 
mittee states that Mr. Howe uses the 
•ame illustration of cost prlca—90 cents 
on his shoes, and 86 cents on his com- 
toetltors goods—as in 189>, when Mr. 
Howe asked for a 10 percent reduction, 
and said on the public platform that un- 
less he got it he would be unable to do 
fcu&iness. The committee assert it to b* 
common knowledge and admitted by Mr. 
Howe that the following two years were 
the most successful of his career. In 
view of this remarkable success, follow- 
ing upon an unsuccessful request for re- 
dtection in wages, the strikers feel that It 
Is entirely possible that Mr. Howe may 
be mistaken now. As special reasons for 
taking this view of the case, they assert 
that in 1893 the country was in the throes 
of a financial panic, while at the present 
time the country has experienced two 
years ot prosperity, and prominent men 
on all sides are freely predicting In- 
creased prosperity as a result of the 
recent elections, with a further boom in 
all industries incident to the termination 
of the late war with Spain. The com- 
mittee assert that if Mr. Howe's illus- 
trations of equalizing-wages between tiie 
five-dollar men and the two-dollar men 
be at all accurate, then Mr. Howe should 
meet them upon the basis of arbitration; 
and they further suggest that the sta- 
tistics of the earnings of shoe workers 
as published by the state and natii ,1 
•hould be revised to Include the wages 
stated by Mr. Howe and thus raise the 
average. 


The committee regret Mr. Howe'sstate- 


ment that hot meetings are being held, 
and state that all meetings of the strik- 
ers have been orderly and all conclusions 
reached after calm consideration. They 
assert that Mr. Howe's expressed feel- 
Ings of friendliness toward the striking 
employes are reciprocated by all, and 
say that it remains a mystery to them 
how Mr. Howe and Mr. Wright have 
become ao changed that they now de- 
clare against the organization of labor, 
while they have always advocated It 
heretofore, 


John A. Frye, one of the manufactur- 


ers against whom a strike has been de- 
clared, has reduced the rent of his ten- 
ants 5 percent, and the Marlboro Build- 
ing association, In which Mr. Howe is a 
heavy stockholder, has also reduced ths 
rent of Its tenants. 


One of the manufacturer"! states that 


the rumor that it wa» the Intention to 
cut wages 40 percent is not true; that 
the desire is simply tn equalize wage*.

Bird*' Warning*. 


Birds have separate notes of warning 


•to indicate whether danger ;.s m the 
form of a hawk of a cat or of a raan.

throughout the later stage* of life. At the 
end of five years only 13,844 Jewish chil- 
dren out of the 100,000 will have died, 
while out of n similar Dumber of Englfth 
children 34,67(1 will have joined the great 
majority, and America will still keep her 
bad pre-eminence with 88,913 angels. 


Making a leap to middle age, the deaths 


at 50 years of age will have been 20,519 
Jews, as compared with 49,079 English, 
and at ag» 65 Cho mortality return* will 
stand at 37,449 and 08,110 respectively. 


But the full fore* of the comparison is 


hardly seen until the point of extreme old 
age is rc.-ujb.ed. At 86 years no fewer than 
25,135 of our 100,000 Jews will be still 
living, while the survivors of the English 
band will be a meager 6,630. 


Besides the curious reversal of the 1111131 


proportion of ualus and females, there is 
another unique feature in the Jewish sta- 
tistics. The general experience is that the 
average duration of life is hlghsr with tho 
female than with the male. The opposite 
is the case with the Jews. Of the 25, 135 
Jewish survivors at the age of 85 there 
will be 16,225 men and only 8, 910 women, 
a percentage of 64.60 males and 85. 40 fe- 
males. Tho English experience shows thai 
at that age 50.60 per cent of the survival!

War- 
clouds have arisen and preparations 
have been made to settle the disputes 
by other than diplomatic methods, and 
sometimes the nations interested have 
almost reached the strikm? point before 
thematter was adjusted and they set tied 
down to peace, only to be startled again 
by the hurrying of ships into service 
and the active movement of troops to 
the frontiers. Hitherto sharp words 
have passed between the representa- 
tives of the interested parties, and there 
the matter ended. Now it is different.

She' 
held sway over a country whose sands 
were stained with the blood of her1 
troops from end to end, and she had 
fought for possession of this land foot 
by foot, leaving some of her best men 
on the field. The way from Cairo to 
Cape Town was open, and the railroad 
which has been the pet scheme of the 
"forward" party was in sight when an- I 
other obstacle appeared, which has not j 
only put a stop to the railroad scheme 
for the present, but is likely to cause [ 
trouble and more bloodshed between two 
of the most powerful nations in the 
world. The check came with the ar- 
rival at Fashoda of the French troops j 
from their possessions on the west coast | 
of Africa in command of Major Mar-1 
chancl. Fashoda is only a few hundred! 
miles south of the country where the 
English and Egyptian troops in com- 
mand of General Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
sirdar of Egypt, won their famous vic- 
tory, avenging the death of General | 
Gordon and opening up the country 
through which the railroad is to come. 
Fashoda was to be the next place of] 
English attack, and General Kitchener j 
was on his way to that place when he 
learned that the French troops were in 
possession. 


This was the signal for the warcloud 


to again make its appearance. Both 
countries have looked upon this part 
of the Sudan for many years with hun- 
gry eyes. England has fought for it, 
and it has cost her dear. With it in her 
possession she can block the French 
movement from the west to the east 
coast which France has long been try- 
Ing to accomplish, knowing th-it to car- 
ry out this purpose would mean the 
destruction 
of England's policy of 


strengthening her holdings by control- 
ling the railroads of the dark continent, 
it ima 'UKI.-II a disputed lauu tor many 
years, and the flrst to get a foothold 
and to conquer it would naturally be 
looked upon as the rightful 
owner. 


England had succeeded in ridding her- 
self of all obstacles in the Sudan until 
the French arrived on the scene. Gen- 
eral Kitchener went to Fanhoda and re- 
quested the French to leave the place. 
Hii request was refused by Major Mar- 
chand. This was the flrst sign that any 


an awful strain, and with the slightest 
jar the fighting forces of two of the 
greatest nations in the world will be 
brought together in deadly combat. 


In speaking of the feeling in England 


concerning the French movement in the 
Sudan a prominent English statesman 
said: "England will never consent to 
French occupation of Fashoda. She has 
sacrificed too much blood and treasure 
in the Sudan to allow the fruits of her 
hard earned victory to be snatched 
from her at the moment of final tri- 
umph. Many of the premiers of Eng- 
land have given notice to the powers 
that no foreign interference will be al- i 
lowed in England's management of af- 
fairs in the Sudan. It means that Eng- 
land will not give up a foot of the terri- 
tory she has gained by hard fighting, 
with the loss of so many good men, 
without a struggle to any other na- 
tion." This sentiment has been taken 
up by England's foremost men, and the 
nation is preparing her mailed hand to 
defend the country she has fought so 
hard to conquer- 


France and England have never been 


on the most friendly terms. There have 
been many reasons for this. 
France 


does not 
like 
the 
idea of Eng- 


land ruling in Egypt. Then, again, 
France has met crushing defeat at 
the hands of the English troops on 
more than one occasion. The memory 
otf these is not pleasant to the French, 
and they would like to even matters up. 
The troops of a foreign nation have nev- 
er been seen in London but once, and 
that was when William the Conqueror 
left France and invaded England In 
1066-7. Since then England has more 
than repaid France for her blow. 


England Is always ready to protect 


what she has gained at the point of the 
bayonet. Her powerful navy and ar- 
my are always prepared to attack an 
unfriendly power. The conditions of the 
home country are such that there ne-d 
be no fear of internal troubles while the 
bulk of the fighting forces are absent. 


With France it is different. The home 


country, particularly at present, is on 
the verge of a grievous disruption, and, 
although France maintains a large 
standing army, most of it would lie' 
needed at home to keen the rabble from 
revolting. Then, again, as has been 
shown In the aftermath of the Dreyfus' 
scandal, many of the men holding hi«h 
rank In the army are not to bo trusted. 
They have their own ambitions to be 
satisfied, no matter, seemingly, at what I 


f ul in the world. Her army, when com- 
pared with that of the other large coun- 
tries of Europe, is comparatively small. 
France has a powerful army and navy 
in point of mere numbers. The follow- 
ing figures of the I'rench and English 
armies are taken from the latest offi- 
cial reports. England's total fighting 
strength on land in time of peace Is 
220,199, while on a war basis it would 
reach to 637.863. That of France on a 
peace footing is 559,260 and in time of 
war 2,020,400. It will be seen that the 
French army in time of peace is more 
than three times as large as that main- 
tained by England while the war foot- 
ing is nearly four times greater. Eng- 
land has a reserve list composed of men 
who have all been under fire and have 
been tried. If necessary, they could be 
called upon for active service and 
would make a valuable addition to her 
fighting forces.

Russia is a strong ally of France and 


no doubt would lend her valuable as- 
sistance if war between France and 
England should be declared. England 
stands alone, but there is little doubt 
she would prove more than a match for 
her adversary. RecenUs» Germany has 
shown a very friendly attitude toward 
England, and her animosity toward 
France has led some of the more con- 
servative diplomats to believe she 
would if necessary come to the aid of 
England in a war between the two 
countries. 
Naval experts are of the opinion that 


such a war would be fought mostly on 
the seas and that, owing to England's 
superior forces, France would be* com- 
pelled to assume the defensive. The 
deciding battles would in all likelihood 
be fought off the coast of France, on 
the Atlantic and in the Mediterranean, 
where both nations have strong fleets. 
The greater part of the commerce In 
the Mediterranean 
is controlled by 


France, and this would fall easy prey 
to England's powerful ships in those 
waters. France's greatest naval sta- 
tion and dockyards are at Toulon, and 
this would without doubt be attack- 
ed by the English fleet. The fight- 
ing on the coast would bring Into piac- 
tlcal use the torpedo craft, about which 
eo much has been written and so little ] 
is known. The other cities would of 
course be bombarded.

| than that of France, and it would be 
almost impossible to land an invading 
army of any proportions there. With i 
the French coast it is different.

THE TRADE IN OYSTERS. 


Experts say that the present oyster 


season gives promise of being the most 
prosperous in many years. The early 
drought and late rains were the very 
things to put the luscious bivalve in 
splendid condition. Few people have 
any adequate idea of the extent or 
value of the oyster trade of the United 
States, the headquarters of which are 
in Maryland, whence they are shipped 
all over the country, even to the Pa- 
cific coast and across the Atlantic to 
Europe. 


Chesapeake bay, which is the lar- 


gest and most prolific in oysters, fish 
and waterfowl in the United States, 
has a water surface of 2,300 square 
miles, and the oyster beds lie at inter- 
vals along either side of the channel 
in, as a rule, water less than 40 feet in 
depth. The total area occupied by oys- 
ter beds in the bay is estir.- ited at 
about 200 square miles. 


Until a comparatively recent date our 


supply of oysters was drawn almost en- 
tirely from 
the natural beds, which 


were originally so vast that it was a 
common saying that they were inex- 
haustible. The fallacy of this view has 
been abundantly proved, and wherever 
reliance has been placed upon natural 
beds solely there has been a decreasing 
supply to meet an increasing demand. 


It would hardly be credited that dur- 


ing last season alone '5,:54,324 bushels 
of fine oysters were used by Baltimore 
packers, while those outside the city in 
various parts of the state used 1,206,020 
bushels more. These figures include the 
entire amount-canned and shipped raw 
to all parts of the Union. The number 
of bushels used for home consumption 
by restaurants, families, etc., is esti- 
mated at about 10 per cent of the 
amount handled by the Baltimore pack- 
ers. 


There are over 100 canneries and oys- 


ter packing establishments in Balti- 
more, and they employ thousands of 
hands in the shucking, handling, pack- 
ing and shipping of the oysters. Even 
women and children are provided with 
employment in the shucking and pack- 
ing of the bivalves. 


It is estimated that of the total 


amount of oysters handled 45 per cent 
are put up in cans and 55 per cent ship- 
ped shucked in barrels, buckets an? 
tubs, in which chunks of ice are placed 


In this way the Chesapeake oystersl 


are carried in good condition all th« 
way across the continent to the cities 
of the Pacific coast. They have been 
shipped to Europe in the shell; but, 
owing to the fact that they became 
heated on shipboard, they were not in 
prime condition on arrival. Experts 
say the temperature of an oyster should 
never get above 35 if it is to be kept 
alive and in good condition, nor shoulcl 
it freeze, for freezing kills it. This sea- 
son a number of Baltimore packers will 


j try the experiment of sending oysters 
i across the Atlantic in the refrigerator 
chambers of cattle steamers. Theso 
chambers are of great capacity and . 
can be kept as cold as desired by re- 
frigerating machines. 
They are in- i 


tended for the shipment of dressed I 
beef, in which they have been highly 
successful, and there is no doubt that , 
oysters carried in them would arrive on 
the other side in fine condition. Tho 
idea is a new one, and if it proves n 
success our oyster trade may be still 
more extended by the building up of « 
prosperous and lucrative trade witb 
the folks across the water.

Mr WlHlam R. Sanford. 


Editor of Evening Herald, Sir:—Mon- 


day night, in your paper, which Is but 
your mouth piece, a poor inanimate 
thing, Incapable of thought or feeling, 
which" responds 
co your touch, and 


blindly obeys your will, is always made 
to speak your thoughts, to express your 
prejudices, your ignorance and your 
enmity. Is very often made the instru- 
ment of your revenge; which never has 
and never can rise above your moral 
nature and most often sinks to its 
lowest depths, 
under 
the heading 


"GOOD CASE" you attempted to re- 
lieve John Parker, Ira A. Hoxie and 
other members of John Parker's club, 
of which you are a fond member, in 
full fellowship, from the responsibility 
and suspicion of having published and 
circulated through the mails, infamous 
and libelous printed matter, purporting 
to be a contemplated political ticket in 
tha coining city election. Every one 
ought and all good citizens do condemn 
the act, by whomsoever committed. 


If you had -roof which relieves those 


men then it was your duty to publish 
the fact, for no matter their standing 
in the past, their reputations now, or 
the motives which might have actu- 
ated them, it was your duty to relieve 
them, if you had the proof you claim, 
of their innocency. 


Your attempt to relieve them "in 


justice" from "taint and suspicion" 
is commendable, even In you. In the 
light, however, of the reputation of 
the Herald, a reputation built up by 
you, 
and on your personal traits and 


manhood, for traducing- and stabbing 
everything, good and best In men or 
things in this city, your alleged at- 
tempt to be just to your "companions 
in arms" is slightly funny. 


You speak of the matter as though 


what you said was proof. You ought 
to know that a statement made by 
you, in your paper or out, is not proof. 
It is but the word of "Wiiliam R. San- 
ford and between that and the truth 
there is a wide distinction. 1 hardly 
believe that it is necessary to remind 
you, that in this community where you 
have lived your life, formed your repu- 
tation and built your character, that 
your word does not circulate a.t par, 
outside of the Herald office, if it does 
even there. I want and the public want 
not your word but your proof that 
relieves those men from the "taint and 
suspicion" under which you say they 
have rested. The proof that will re- 
lieve them from "taint and suspicion" 
will 
help far more 
to rehabilitate 


them In public regard, than your word. 
If you meant what you said give us 
the facts and the proof why the "taint 
and suspicion" is removed. No sub- 
terfuge, as "we are not quite ready" or 
"it might hurt our case" will satisfy 
anybody or help to sustain your de- 
crepit and tottering reputation 
for 


veracity. The word of William R. San- 
ford is taken at its real value by the 
public who demand the facts upon 
which you say John Parker, Ira Hoxie 
and others are not guilty. 


Had the same professed spirit of 


equity and honesty, for which you 
are justly famous in this city, which 
you wish the public to believe was the 
causation of the withdrawal of your 
charges against those men, controlled 
you through the whole article I should 
have offered no objection for I know 
and the public are aware that the word 
of Wiiliam R. Sanford in this com- 
munity can neither make or unmake 
the truth. If those men or any of them 
are guilty, and as to that I know noth- 
ing and make no accusation they are 
so because of what they may have 
done and not because of your suspic- 
ions once entertained and now with- 
drawn. 


You also charge that a strong case, 


by investigation, is developed against 
"another party, one man" and con- 
clude your article as follows: "This 
much is due the public, removing the 
taint and suspicion from the heads of 
the innocent and placing them upon 
the guilty." Something more than this, 
sir, is due, namely the facts, the proof. 


You make a mistake in thinking that 


your "say-so" has removed "the taint 
and suspicion" you placed upon those 
men. It was in your power to place it 
there but not in. youi" power to re- 
move. 


Upon my return yesterday morning 


from court at Pittsfleld my attention 
was called to your allegations by a 
friend who informed me that you re- 
ferred to me.
